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Proposed Ballpark 
Requires Master 
Plan Changes

T he proposed stadium for the 
new Washington Nationals base¬ 
ball team has forced some major 
changes in the original master plan for 
the redevelopment of part of the Anacos- 
tia Waterfront and South Capitol Street. 

The largest changes will, of course, 
be on the east side of the thoroughfare, 
where the stadium has been sited. Public 
hearings on the new master plan are being 
conducted in February and March. David 
Howard of the D.C. Department of Plan¬ 
ning said at a recent SWNA meeting that 
few buildings on the west side of South 
Capitol will be affected by the plan. 

More will be learned at the upcoming 
SWNA meeting.

OBITUARY 

Joseph Owen Curtis, 
1915 - 2005 

Joseph Owen Curtis was born March 
7, 1915 in old Southwest Washington 
and died January 31, 2005. He retired 
from the U.S. Naval Research Labora¬ 
tory, Washington, D.C., and the U.S. 
Army as a Major. 

He served in the U.S. Army in World 
War II, where he served as First Lieu¬ 
tenant - Special Services Officer, Army 
Corps of Engineers - in France, the Euro¬ 
pean Theatre and Greenland. 

He ultimately earned the rank of 
Major in the United States Army. 

He was an avid reader, historian and 
professional photographer. His remark¬ 
able photos of old Southwest D.C. are 
irreplaceable; in fact, much of the Joseph 
Owen Curtis photographic collection, 
ca. 1910 - 1989, was copyrighted, placed 
at the U.S. Library of Congress, and 
donated to the District of Columbia 
Southwest Library — where they are 
still on public display. He was actively 
involved in many social organizations. In 
addition to a full professional life, Joseph 
Curtis donated to many charitable and 
educational organizations throughout 
the Washington Metropolitan Area.

Corcoran School of Art in Southwest

he sale of the Randall School building at 
65 I Street, SW to the Corcoran Gallery 
of Art for 6.2 million dollars has stirred 
the hopes of Southwest residents and ignited a 
storm of controversy from political activists and 
advocates for the homeless. 

Since the December 21, 2004 approval of the 
sale by the 12 to 1 vote of the DC City Council, 
a group called the DC Coalition for the Homeless 
has broken into the school gymnasium to stage pro¬ 
tests on three occasions. They have also disrupted 
council meetings and have held sit-in demonstra¬ 
tions on ledges on the Wilson Building. A sepa¬ 
rate group of political activists, citing the sale as just 
one of their motivations, has called for the recall of 
Ward Six Council member Sharon Ambrose, and 
has launched a petition drive to achieve that goal. 

Some Southwest residents living near the school 
expressed relief at the transfer of the Catholic 
Charities Homeless Shelter to the grounds of St. 
Elizabeth’s hospital, where they say that the City 
is better able to address some of the root causes of 
homelessness: addiction and mental illness. These 
residents also cite a decrease in petty crime and 


panhandling in the neighborhood. 

According to Margaret Bergen, Chief Com¬ 
munications officer for the Corcoran Gallery, the 
city has promised to relocate the current tenants of 
Randall by June 2005, whereupon they will go to 
settlement on the sale. At that point, the Corcoran 
will begin assessing the condition of the structure 
and start the process of restoring and rehabilitating 
the building to reflect its new role as a multi-fac¬ 
eted art center. 

Bergen said “In addition to providing studio 
space for the college, the site will serve as a perma¬ 
nent home for many of the Corcoran’s community 
and art education programs and will contain pri¬ 
vate studios and exhibition spaces for local working 
artists. We look forward to being a great neighbor 
and a community hub in Southwest.” She also 
expressed the hope that the avant-garde Washing¬ 
ton Project for the Arts “will transition with us to 
Randall. We hope to be a vibrant artistic center.” 

Artists who are currently occupying studios in 
the building (which was previously known as the 
Millennium Art Center) are cautiously optimistic 
about the possibility of returning after renovations 
are complete. Richard Dana, a surrealist painter 


currently exhibiting at Fraser Gallery in Bethesda, 
and informal leader of the remaining artists said 
that “the Corcoran is legally obligated to offer us 
studio space when the construction is complete. 
The rental price might be higher than it currently 
is.” Dana “expressed support for Corcoran director 
David Levy’s ambitious plan to improve facilities 
and turn the building into a multi-faceted art cen¬ 
ter.” After a meeting with Corcoran officials, Dana 
cited the fact that “the Corcoran is enthusiastic 
about Art Enables’ remaining in the building.” 
Art Enables’ is an education center where develop- 
mentally disabled adults can learn living skills while 
producing art for sale to the community. 

Several of the artists with studios in the build¬ 
ing are upbeat about the Corcoran taking over 
the building with the resources to manage and 
maintain it. Others, concerned about possible rent 
increases, are keeping their options open. With 
studios in Washington disappearing due to loft 
conversion in the 14th Street, NW Corridor, new 
construction downtown, and rising real estate costs 
throughout the District, many local artists are leav¬ 
ing the city.

I t was an exciting day, especially for 
those of us who were living in the 
SW community when the discussion 
about Syphax School first started. It was 
an opening because the public was invited 
to view some of the condo loft units, and 
a closing because all of the units are sold. 
See the page 9 for the history of the origi¬ 
nal site. Manna, Inc was chosen to create 
Syphax Village, located at Half and N 
Streets, SW. Manna, Inc. serves low and 
moderate income families, assisting them 
to fulfill the dream of homeownership. 

Manna constructed 28 townhouses 
and 13 condominium apartments on the 
grounds of the historic Syphax School in 
Southwest Washington. 

One of the speakers, Councilmember, 
Sharon Ambrose, said it all when she said 
that it takes a village to raise a village. 
Over the years, so many people and orga¬ 
nizations have been involved in Syphax 
Village and helped it along the way. 
George Rothman, the CEO and Presi¬ 
dent of Manna mentioned the wonderful 
involvement of BB&T, Pepco, Citibank, 
Fannie Mae, DHCD, FHLBank, the 
Trust for Historic Preservation, Focal 
Incentives Support Corporation (FISC), 
SWNA, DC Council and ANC, to name 
but a few. Representatives from many of 
these organizations spoke at the opening/ 
closing celebration. In addition, Barbara 
Wade, Vice President of the James Creek 
Resident Council, spoke about the value 
of home ownership. James Creek houses 
are located across from the Syphax devel¬ 
opment. 

The Syphax Building was built as a 
school for blacks in 1900. The original 
building has been designated as an histor¬ 
ical landmark. The Plaque on the outside 
front wall explains the buildings original 
use. Manna has made a wonderful and 
creative contribution to our neighbor¬ 
hood by improving and maintaining this 
structure while also providing affordable 
housing. 

A twenty-minute DVD telling of the 
many elements of Mannas services was 
available at the gathering and can be 
ordered by calling Manna at 832-1845. 
Mannas services include a Homebuyers 
Club, Manna Mortgage Corp. (a non¬ 
profit lending company), Manna Com¬ 
munity Development Corporation (an 
organization creating living wage jobs 
and small businesses), Enlarging Staffing 
Services (a temp agency), and a variety of 
staff including architects and counselors.

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The History of 
Syphax School 

T he Syphax School, located on 
Half Street, SW, between N and 
O Streets, was built in 1902 as a 
school for “col¬ 
ored people.” 

It was named 
for William 
Syphax who was 
the first Afri¬ 
can-American 
member of the 
Congressionally 
established Board 
of Trustees of 
Colored Schools 
of Washington 
and Georgetown. 
By 1960, Syphax School had been 
declared surplus property. The question 
was — what to do with this property? 

In June 1996, Dr. Marc Weis, Vice 
President of Southwest Neighborhood 
Assembly (SWANA), suggested having 
a design “charette.” A charette is a work 
session led by architects, developers, land¬ 
scape designers, and urban planners to 
explore various planning design alterna¬ 
tives with residents who live near the site 
of a proposed real estate development 
project. 

The charette, organized by SWANA, 
was held in October 1969 at Syphax 
School. The Southwester carried a front¬ 
page story entitled “Design Charette 
Boosts Community Support for Redevel¬ 
opment of Syphax School Site.” 

The event attracted more than 50 
people — residents, developers, historic 
preservationists, and representatives from 
community centers, ANC 2-D, the May¬ 
ors office, the DC Board of Education, 
and the Department of Housing and 
Community Development. 

On the morning of the event, Dr. Beryl 
Rice, President of SWNA, welcomed the 
participants and gave a brief history of 
the project. There was a spirited group 
discussion that gave people the opportu¬ 
nity to express their concerns, ideas, and 
suggestions. 

A variety of ideas emerged for poten¬ 
tial uses of the site. The majority of those 
attending agreed that it did not want the 
following: fast food outlets, commercial 
activity, or “havens” for drug dealers. A 
majority supported the following: home- 
ownership, the preservation and reha¬ 
bilitation of the original historic Syphax 
school building, safety and security, ade¬ 
quate lighting, and an environmental 
assessment of the barrel storage facility 
immediately east of the site. 

Other highlights included a site tour, 
discussion groups and a presentation of 
drawings that depicted various planning 
and design alternatives. Carol Casperson, 
Executive Director of DC Habitat for 
Humanity, and other non-profit devel¬ 
opers talked about their experience and 
approach to development. After some 
more discussion, the day was brought to a 
close by another presentation by the pro¬ 
fessional designers. Eventually, Manna, 
Inc. came on the scene, and the concept 
of Syphax Village was born. 



Southwest Heritage Trail draws the curious stroller

S ome have been walking our South¬ 
west waterfront area for years. 
Some are lost tourists who made 
a wrong turn. Some are vendors making 
a delivery. Others are first-time visitors 
drawn by curiosity to the water. All are 
getting a new look at our neighborhood 
by stopping at the poster-size (3 feet x 4 
feet) illustrated signs that make up the 
Southwest Heritage Trail, which opened 
officially on January 15. 

The kickoff ceremony was a coffee- 
and-sweet-bun gathering on board the 
Odyssey tour boat docked at the foot 
of 6th Street, hosted by Cultural Tour¬ 
ism DC and the Southwest Neighbor¬ 
hood Assembly. More than 100 people 
turned out for the reception, speeches, 
and unveiling of the nearby sign for stop 
#11. That poster, appropriately, com¬ 
memorates the numerous sailing vessels, 
steamers, fishing boats, and tourist craft 
that have sailed from docks in the area for 
more than 150 years. 

The trail is marked by 17 sturdy signs 
in metal frames on ornate posts bolted 
firmly to the sidewalk. It starts with #1 
at the Metro stop at 4th and M streets, 
looping up 6th St. and then 4th Street to 
G Street and turning west to Banneker 
Circle before sloping down to the water¬ 
front and returning along the Washington 
Channel to Fort McNair. The trail then 
cuts east to 3rd St., then back along P 
Street to 4th and finally north two blocks 
to end at marker #17 at 4th and N streets. 
The distance is 2.3 miles and, with time 
to stop and savor each poster site, takes 
about 90 minutes to walk. Trail booklets 
will be available at local sites. 

The January ceremony’s first speaker 
was Kathryn S. Smith, executive director 
of Cultural Tourism DC, which designed, 
financed and built the trail. “We would 
like to salute the tenacity of your neigh¬ 
borhood,” she said, “in helping to create 
this heritage trail.” She saluted Margaret 
Feldman, chair of the History Task Force 
of the Southwest Neighborhood Assem¬ 
bly, who led in collecting the historical 
material that appears on the signs. “We re 
delighted with this wonderful trail,” Mrs. 
Feldman said, “and I do hope you all will 
walk it.” 

Mrs. Smith said that the trail — one 
of four opened so far in Washington 
— is “not for your usual tourist,” but for 
people who are interested in the social 
and cultural history of our city, and who, 
it is hoped, will over the years contribute 
to the neighborhoods economy. “The 
old Southwest is gone,” lost in the vast 
urban renewal of the 1950s, Mrs. Smith 
said. “But the new community now has 
traditions of its own.”
